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Summary of the Restriction Requirement 

The present Office Action lias restricted examination of the application to 
one of two species: 

I. Claims 1-16 and 22-26, drawn to generating a billing record for 
proposed cell site design. 

II. Claims 17-21 , drawn to a process and data needed in building a 
structure. 

Applicant's Election 

The Applicant hereby elects, with traverse, species I, defined by claims 
1-16 and 22-26. 

Remarks 

Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction requirement on at least the 
following grounds. Claims 1-26 are collectively directed to a method and 
systems for generating a billing record for a proposed cell site, as explained in 
the application. 

Claims 17-21 , are mistakenly described in the Office Action as being 
drawn to a "process and data... needed in building a structure." This is an 
inaccurate description of claims 17-21. 

Claims 17-21, like claims 22 and 23, recite a system, not a process. The 
system claimed in claims 17-21, similar to the system claimed in claims 22 and 
23, is directed to a system for generating a billing record, not to processes, or to 
data. The functional language in claims 17-21, as with claims 22-23, is used to 
describe various aspects of the claimed system and to clarify interaction of the 
structural elements, not for independent patentability as, for example, a process. 
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As such, the Applicant respectfully submits that claims 17-21 are not 
independent of the elected species, and that claims 17-21 should therefore 
remain in the application. 



Conclusion 

As discussed in the telephonic interview prior to issuance of this Office 
Action, the Applicant respectfully maintains that the application is in condition for 
allowance and notice to that effect is hereby requested.
